OUR  PRINCIPAL 


It  was  forty  years  ago  that  Mr.  Charles  Thornton  Huckstep  first  came  to  Parksley  here  on 
Virginia's  Eastern  Shore  to  be  principal  of  our  school. 

Mr.  Huckstep,  though  born  in  Alabama,  came  to  live  with  an  uncle  in  Columbia,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  at  the  age  of  11.  He  graduated  from  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  in  Blacksburg.  After 
teaching  there  for  three  years,  Mr.  Huckstep  came  to  Parksley  at  the  urging  of  the  late  Mil- 
ton  Shue,  then  superintendent  of  Accomack  County  Schools. 

Mr.  Huckstep  has  encountered  many  trials  in  his  position  as  principal,  but  along  with 
these  trials  he  has  enjoyed  many  memorable  highlights. 

Anyone  who  has  ever  known  Mr.  Huckstep  as  principal  or  teacher  holds  him  in  high 
esteem.  He  is  remembered  for  his  patient  understanding,  and  a  genuine  interest  in  his  stu¬ 
dents.  As  Mr.  Parker  Barnes,  news  correspondent,  so  aptly  stated:  “Chances  are  it  is  going 
to  take  quite  a  while  for  Parksley  High  School  to  seem  the  same  without  Mr.  Huckstep  walk¬ 
ing  its  corridors.  Forty  years  is  quite  a  while  and  a  lot  of  his  footprints  will  remain  behind."
